THE RAILROADS. 


Dangers to Brakemen on 
Freight Trains. 


THE OLD-FASHIONED COUPLING 


Thousands of Men Maimed or Killed 
Every Year—Why Modern Im- 
provements Are Not 
Adopted—Notes. 


Quite a number of trainmen have taken 
exception to a little item in THE T1Mxs the 
other day in convection with railroad acci- 
dents, in which it was stated that with the 
numerous appliances for coupling cars, etc., 
there would be fewer accidents if the men 
were more careful. The boys say that it is 
impossible for them to be more careful than 
they are, and also that the new inventions 
for coupling cars without endangering the 
train bands are only in use on passenger 
trains, and the very same old awkward 
cou plings that were used twenty years ago 
are still in use on ali freight trains, 

Now, when it is remembered that the av- 
erage number of trainmen kilied or injured 
for life in the United States per year is an 


average of 20,000, it would seem that there 


is good grounds for a kick in some quarter. 
Railroad managers are too Careless oi their 
men. When railroading was first intro- 
duced it was one of the most dangerous of 
occupations, and the managers became har- 
dened, and they have not yet gotten over 
it, notwithstanding the fact that the hand 
of the inventor bas pointed out the way for 
them to make the business almost as safe as 
any other. 

Accidents on passenger trains to train- 
men, except in case of wrecks, are compar- 
atively scarce, But it is a daily occurrence 
on freight trains. This is because all of 


trains while the freight train 
is the same old lumbering thing that it was 
years ago. hen the railroad magnate is 
asked why this state of thing exists, he sim- 
ply replies: 

T0. put the self-adjusting coupling on 
freight trains it is necessary for all the cars 
to be of a uniform height. They are not 
built that way, while passengers coaches 
are, and that is the reason we have never 
used the latest inventions. We know the 
old coupling is dangerous, but we can't help 
it until builders make all ‘freight cars of a 
uniform height.“ 

Now this state of affairs should not exist 

and the people who are to biame for it must 

sooner or later have their eyes opened. 
FREIGHT DEPOTS. 

A walk around the yards and freight de- 
pots in this city will soon convince apy one 
who will take the trouble that there is more 
business done in Los Angeles than any city 
of its size on the coast. The 1 5 ware- 
houses are full of freight of ail kinds, and 
hundreds of freight cars standing in the 
yards waiting to be univaded. ilroad 
men say that both the east and west bound 
business is far ahead of anything they have 
ever known if this country. This not only 
shows that the population of Southern Cali- 
fornia is growing rapidly, but it is a con- 
vincing fact that business men are disposed 
to show more confidence in the country than 
they had a coupe of years ago. 

This fact should convince railroad build- 
ers that now is the time for them to branch 
out and give every sectiona quick market 
for their products, 

General Freight and Passenger’ Agent 
Hynes of the Santa Fé, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to the East, states that 
the fature for Southern California, from a 
business standpoint, was never so bright as 
it is at present. He conversed with a num- 
ber of people during his visit East, and they 
take more interest in this section of country 
than they did even in boom times. Last 
year they were wild about Northern 
Oregon and Washington, but that 8 — 
left them. and the ey have again turned th 
eyes to Southern California,

It Was Not a Brilliant Sue- 
cess Yesterday. 


NUMEROUS SIDE DOORS OPEN 


Customers Provided with Latch 
Keys—Only One Arrest Made, 
but Other Complaints Win 
Be Sworn Out. 


“Sunday saloon closing” was not a brill-

his customers with keys, so that they would 
have no diflicuity in ratifying their appe- 
tites, despite the Sunday law. The chief, 
acting on this “pointer” secured several of 
the keys himself, and thinking that there 
might be others who would piay the same 
game, engaged several “spotters” for Sun- 
day. The anti-salcon people also had their 
_ doubts, it appears, about the sincerity of 

the saloon men in their professions about 
Wishing to see the law enfurced, and a 
number of them volunteered for ‘secret 
service“ work yesterday.

Meetings Yesterday. 


Serious Conflicts Between the Opposing 
Factions Narrowly Averted. 


Anti-Parnell Gatherings at Which the 
Leader Was Scored. 


Vigorous Protest by the Russian 
Press Against Outside Inter- 
ference Regarding | 
the Jews.

Dusuin, Dec. 14.—-[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Parnell addressed 
a meeting of 500 people at Tullyrone 
today. His speech was mainly a repe- 
tition of his utterances in previous 
speeches. It was delivered mid a run- 
ning commentary of cries, such as 
“Down with Judas Healy, to hell 
with Hennessy, the Zulu King.“ etc., 
from certain of his hearers. 

From Tullyrone Parnell and his 
friends drove to Freshford, where 
Parnell addressed another meeting, 
referring during his speech to the 
seceders as miserable gutter sparrows, 
whom he had pushed out of obscurity 
and given a better chance than he 
gave himself.“ While talking Parnell 
was interrupted by a gathering of his 
opponents, who shouted To hell with 
the adulterer.” A fight would inevita- 
bly have followed but for the presence 
of the police. Parnell closed his day’s 
work with an address at Urlingford, 
where he spends the night,

ing at Tipperary, at which 2000 persons 
were present.

WHERE THE SEWING WOMEN SIT 


On the Carpet Because the Frocks 
Must Have the Chairs—Some

New York, Dec. 10.—Have you ever

of making? Very probably, and. yet 
not in such manner as I shall describe.

An Improvement Suggested 
by a Business Man. 


THE SALVATION ARMY EXCITED|P 


Sunday’s Happenings ~ Rumored 
Sale of the Webster Hotel—Col. 
Markham _§Indisposed 
Notes and Comment. 


Tun Ties man happened to meet a 
group of representative citizens of Pas- 
adena yesterday, who were discussing 
a subject that should be of interest to 
every dweller in the city who takes any 


pride in the welfare of the town, or 


who desires to see improvements made. 
The matter of Pasadena haviug u pub- 
lic park was being talked of. A cer- 
tain prominent gentleman; especially

His idea seemed to beto 
lay out a place of about two acres in as 
centrally located a neighborhood as 
possible, erect a building for a restau- 
rant, or at least a place where a light 
lunch could be procured, put up a 
band stand aud have an open-air, cgn- 
cert every night and possibly in the 
aliernoon., 

As there is no place of the kind any- 
where near Pasadena, large numbers 
of people who have no particular place 
at which to spend their evenings or 
Sunday afternoons, would undoubtedly 
come here to while away an hour or 
two, enjoying the music of the band or 
orchastra, and get supper ora light 
lunch. This has been tried in many 
places, and when it has been properly 
managed, has always proved a success. 
The gentleman named, suggested as a 
u means of rasing the funds necessary 
for carrying out the idea that the city 
issue bonds to pay for purchasing and 
and improving the ground and rent 
the privilege of running the restaurant, 
to the highest bidder. 

When ths was broached, another 
gentieman present said that, if the 
city would give hima license to sell 
liquor on the ground, he would furnish 
land in a suitable location put up the 
necessary buildings, run a restaurant 
and pay the city $1000 a year in ad- 
vance, besides seeing that the park 
was run in such an orderly, well-con- 
ducted manner that no one need hesi- 
tate to go there. This offer goes to 
show that, in the opinion of one of 
onr shrewd business men, the scheme 
could be made to pay, and so it could, 
even though no license for sale of 
liquors were granted. Several desira- 
bie locations were mentioned, any of 
which it was thought could be obtained 
for such a purpose at avery roasona- 

figure. |

A place of the kind, which 
the gentlemen who proposed it had in 
mind, would certainly be a lasting im- 
provem-nt and ornament to the city, 
und afford amusement to many who 
cannot afford, or do not have, the time 
to hear good music.
